This  service  \/hich  is  unciur  the  ecli.iinistrative  control  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  health  has  f fleet  of  three  anibulances.  It  is 
a free  service  to  Gastleford  r^jsidents  up  to  a rc.dius  of  24  miles, 
thereafter  a change  of  1/-  per  ndle  is  made.  By  ariv.ngcment  with 
the  Osgoldcross  Rural  District  Council,  persons  from  that  area  are 
carried  in  our  anhulances  at  a.  rate  of  i/-  per  mile.  For  the  most 
pa.rt  non-inf ectious  and  accident  cases  are  carried  "by  our 
amhulances  hut  a very  lii'iited  numher  of  infectious  cases  are  also 
carried  to  Killingheoh  Isolation  Hospital,  Leeds  etc.

This  is  „a  service  of  which  all  the  medical  men 
in  Gastleford  avail  thevuselves. 

Fji  explosive  outhreak  of  Pood  poisoning  occurred  in  Gastleford 
during  V.J.  celebrations  and  a special  report  was  submitted  on  this 
matter.  The  County  Laboratory  v/as  of  great  assistance  during  that 
period  and  the  organisms  finally  isolated  were  Salmonella  anatum 
and  Salmonella  cholerae  suis.’

X-RAY  SERVICE.  ... 

By  means  of  X-rays  certain  abnormal  conditions  as  regards  the 
unborn  child  can  be  shown,  up  v/ith  a fair  degree  of  accuracy  and  the 
presence  of  unusual  positions  can  be  diagnosed  by  these  means. 

26  patients  were  referred  ,foj-'’.  X-ray  under  this  scheme. 

GONSULTilTT  OBSTETRIC  SERVICE. 

This  is  a service  which  can  be  available  to  all  pregnant  women 
of  Gastleford  where  it  is  considered  that  they  are  suffering  from 
any  abnormality  of  pregnancy  or  during  the  post  natal  period. 
Special  clinics  are  held  at  Hightov/n  Hospital  by  Mr.  Jeaffreson  on 
the  1st  and  3rd  \/ednesday  of  the  month.  i/hilst  patients  are  gen- 
erally seen  by  Mr.  Jeaffreson  at  the  above  clinic,  they  can  also 
in  emergency  be  seen  in  Louds.  71  women  were  thus  seen  by  Mr. 
Jeaffreson  during  the  year.

I beg  to  place  before  you  ny  second  Annual  Report 
in  V'/hich  is  given  a brief  reviev.’’  of  the  v^ork  of  niy 
Department  and -of ’the  sanitary  conditions  obtaining 
in  your  district  during  the  year  19'i5» 

The  year  has  seen  the  end  of  Ibrld  ' 'ar  II  and  a 
return  to  more  normal  conditions  of  living  is  to  be 
anticipated.  By  thu  close  of  uhc  year  men  v>/cre  beginning 
to  return  from 'H.M.'Forces  and  the  steady  increase  of 
population  sc-rved  to  re -emphasize  the  housing  problem. 

The  staff  of  the  Departieunt  'vaas  implemented  by  the 
return  of  Iv'r.Rooke  from  Ii. A. Forces  and  at  the  year  end 
we  were  operating  with  a normal  conplcnent  of  sanitary 
inspectors . 

housing.  ’ ■ 

■ The  most  urgent  need  of  the  community  continues  to  be 
housing  accommodation.  The  overcroY/ded  conditions,  so  prevalent 
during  the.  v/ar , are  becoming  cvv:.n  more  acute  by  the  demobilisation 
of  men  I'-rom  IT. h. Forces.  The  need  for  additipnal  houses  cannot 
be  over-stressed,  and  it  is  heartening  to  sec  the  commencement 
of  houses  of  both  a temporary  and  permanent  nature  within  the 
district.  The  programme  prepared  by  th^  Council  will,  wh^n 
completed,  do  much  to‘  're-lieve'  'th'>^  gross  overcrowding  of  the 
area. 

Notwithstanding  the  gimat  shortage  oi  dwellings  thought 
must  be  given  to  the  condition  of  existing  projjerty.  During 
the  war  years  rt-pairs  have  had  perforce  to  be  of  a very 
limited  nature  and  much  must  be  done  to  mak>.  good  these  years, 
llhilst  every  endeavour  is  being  made  to  affect  ri^pairs,  the 
work  continues  to  be  hampeimd  by  shortage  of  matt-rials  and 
labour.^ ''ll i 1st  the  majority  of  our  dv;eliing  houses  are  capable 
of  repair,  there  do  exist  properties  'which  are  not  fit  for 
human  habitation  and  which  must  be  considered  for  demolition 
as  soon  as  circumstances  permit.  To  this  end  a survey  has 
j been  commenced  and  it  is  hoped  to  furnish  a comprehensive 
report  in  the  coming  year.

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation. 

Disiniection  was  carried  ouu  after  12.6  infectious  disease 
eases  by  spra.2/in2^'  and  fumigation, 

Disinf estatior  for  vermin  received  caixful  attention  during 
the  year.  All  changes  in  tenancy  of  Council  houses  were  supervised 
by  Department  and  the  furniture  and  effects  of  12  families 
were  subjv.-ctud  to  treatment  bcior.  removal  to  the  Council  owned 
houses. 

Disinfestation  of  14  Council  hous'-s  and  8o  privately  ovmed 
houses  v/as  also  carried  out. 

Expi^rimcnus  v/ere  carried  out  du:r’in,n  the  year  using  the  nev/ly 
available  products  ’^D.D.T."  and  ’'Ganimexane ” . These  chemicals  , 

h.ve  given  extremely  good  results  under  v/ar  conditions  and  it  v/ould 
appear  that  their  use  will  revolutionise . the  geork -bf  vermin 
extermination.  At  the  moment  uhe  difficulty  has  been  to  use 
D.D.T.  in  a suitable  solution,  but  the  time  canwot  be  far  removed 
v/hen  the  material  will  be  in  r-'cneral  use.  Gammicxane  has  so  far 
only  be  us>-d  :n  powder  form,  but  has  already  proved  most  efficient 
against  cockroaches,  beetles,  ants  ana  similar  insects.  It  is 
proposed  to  continue  the  work, .which  is'  at  present  of  an 
experimental  nature  only.

The  work  is  carried  out  by  a '#holc-time 
rat-catcher  operating'  under  the  control  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

I rivate  properties  dealt  \eith  included  dwelling-hous<-&, 
allotments,  factories,  shops,  warehouses  and  mills.  A number  of 
the  occupiers  refused  our  offer  of  assistance  and  statutory 
action  under  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act  had  to  be- 
taken in  the  case  of  on^  factory  and  several  allotment  gardens. 

It  is  regrettable  that  allotment  holders  generally  have  proved 
unwilling  to  co-operate  notv/ithstanding  the  fact  that  their 
areas  have  invariably  proved  to  be  highly  infested  v/ith  rats. 


Council  properties  were  d-alt  with  systematically 
throughout  the  year,  including  sewage  works,  tips,  sev/ers, 
drains  and  culverts.  Special  treatment  was  carried  to  the 
whole  of  the  sev/ers  in  June  5 this  consisted  of  test  baitings, 
follov/ed  by  full  treatm--,nt  wh^rc.  positive  results  v/ere  obtained.

Street  Cleansing. 


The  service  includes  street  sv/ceping,  gulloy  cleansing, 
snov/  removal  and  street  gritting. 

Sweeping  v/as  performed  by  a continuation  of  gang  and 
beat  systems.  Tv/enty-tv/o  sweepers  arc  cngagn:d  full  time  and 
one  part  time,  each  having  his  own  allotted  beat. 

On  each  vmek  day  the  principal  shopping  streets 
swept  prior  to  business  hours  by  tv^^o  gang;s  of  sweepers,  the 
sv/eepings  being  collected  by  motor  vehicle.  The  v/ork  occupied 
some  tV'/o  hours  and  on  completion  the  gangs  brokt:,  up  and  each 
man  attended  to  his  ov/n  beat  and  district.  The  pr  inciple 
streets  were  also’  sv/cpt-  during  the  early  hours  of  Sunday  and 
Bartk  Holiday  mornings, 

^During  the  year,  gulley  cleansing  was  carried  out  by 
two  vacuum  gulley  emptiers.  The  total  number  of  gullies 
cleansed  was  25,o90. 

I regret  that  circumstances  did  not  permit  the  keeping 
of  records  of  the  length  and  ar^^a  of  road  surface  swept  during
